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Amendment to the Claims 

1-25. (Cancelled) 

26. (Original) A system for preventing sleep apnea and other sleep-related breathing disorders, 
comprising: a first magnet attached to a left lateral pharyngeal wall; a second magnet attached to a 
right lateral pharyngeal wall, wherein the second magnet is positioned opposite the first magnet 
across an upper airway; a third magnet disposed inside the upper airway directly across fl^om the first 
magnet; and a fourth magnet disposed inside the upper airway directly across fi-om the second 
magnet. 

27. (Original) The system of claim 26, wherein the third magnet generates a magnetic field that 
repels the first magnet away fk^om the third magnet, and wherein the fourth magnet generates a 
magnetic field that repels the second magnet away fi-om the fourth magnet. 

28. (Original) The system of claim 26, wherein the third and fourth magnets are attached to a 
removable apparatus to hold the third and fourth magnets inside the upper airway, 

29-38. (Cancelled) 

39. (Original) A method for treating sleep-related breathing disorders, comprising: attaching a 
first magnet to a left lateral pharyngeal wall; attaching a second magnet to a right lateral pharyngeal 
wall opposite the first magnet across an upper airway; disposing a third magnet inside the upper 
airway directly across fi-om the first magnet; and disposing a fourth magnet mside the upper airway 
directly across from the second magnet. 

40. (Original) The method of claim 39, fiirther comprising: repelling the first magnet away from 
the third magnet; and repellmg the second magnet away from the fourth magnet. 
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4 1 . (New) The system of claim 26, wherein the first and the second magnet are attached to the 
left Mid right lateral pharyngeal walls by surgical sutures or bonding material. 



42. (New) The system of claim 26, wherein the first and second magnets are one of permanent 
and variable magnets. 
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
